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Bonnie Doon Composite High School was first opened for students in the fall of 1958, with the offi- 

al opening held on February 25th, 1959. In 1958 approximately 850 students attended classes from 

grades 8 to 12. Bonnie Doon's second year provided classes for grades 10 to 12, with the junior high 

students being relocated to King Edward Park, Strathearn and Holyrood. By the mid 70's the popula- 

tion of Bonnie Doon had grown to approximately 1800. This year at Bonnie Doon the enrollment is 

_ approximately 520 students with a teaching staff of 30. 

ie The school building has also undergone many changes. The west wing was added in 1960. In 1964, 

| the students petitioned Mayor Hawrelak for a swimming pool to be built at Bonnie Doon. A tunnel con- 

| necting the pool and the school was built the following year. In 1971, the three storey addition of cafe- 

e teria and kitchen, Home Economics, Industrial Education, Music and language labs was added. The 

ie cafeteria was affectionately named "Lancer's Lair". :
